A case of “wasted energy” the San 
Diego Union calls the attempt. of our 
people to provide the means of ingress 
and egress for our increasing popula- 
tion and rapidly growing commerce! 
The remark proves one of two things 
—either the editor of that paper is 


_ stupidly ignorant of our resources and 


growth, or is wilfully malicious in his 
effort to belittle the status of a sister 
county, and prevent its obtaining the 


government aid it is its privilege to 


ask for, its right to expect and the 
duty of the government to grant. And 
the editor of the Union may plead 
guilty to either count of our indict- 
ment it chooses. We intend to prove 
him guilty on both eounts. 

It will be remembered by the old- 
timers that there was a boom in the 
southern country of Culif6rnia in 
1868. That was a year of abundant 
rainfall, and everything was favorable 
for impressing emigrants with the im- 
portance of the country. And from 
about that time Los Angeles may date 
the growth that is new giving ber 
gigantic proportions. Steadily from 
that date has she advanced, and that 
too in spite of many draw-backs. San 
Diego participated in the boom and 
drew to herself many people, but un- 
like Los Angeles, she could not hold 
them. Men could not live on “harbor 
and climate’ only, and _ hence 


there was an exodus nearly as 


great as that which depopulated Egypt 
when Moses led forth the children 
of Israel. Now it is not true that this 
depopulation extended to this country. 
On the contrary, hundreds sought our 
better soil and climate, and are now 
sharing our prosperity. Not to know 
this shows a culpable ignorance in one 
who essays to conduct an organ for the 
purpeses of informing and instructing 
the public. To show him how ignorant 
he is of the growth of Los Angeles, 
while his own county has about stood 
still or worse, we will invite his perusal 


of the following figures:

Here is an increase of over nine mil- 
lions of dollars in the brief period of 
nine years.

interior markets, and ships with our 
corn, winc and oil, will be laden for 
all parts of the civilized world.

The memorial resolutions on the 
death of the late President Garfield 


No. 23, F. and A. M. Washington, D.

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NOT CITY FATHERS. 


What Will the City Council Do 
| Next. 


The Gas Case Decided by the Bupreme Court— 
The Without Light—The Elec. 
+ tric Tower Needed. 


Tae City Council, the Gas Company, 
the Mayor, H. T. Hazard—City Attor- 
ney—and H. T. Gage have been war- 
ing since March, 1881, with Hazard, 
Gage and the Mayor on one side, and. 
the Gas Company and the Council on 
the other. The case having been ap- 
pealed from the lower to the Supreme 
Court, was decided in that body the 
other day and when the Council and 
Superintendent of the Gas Company 
read this decision they felt that the 
Mayor and his attorneys were two much 


for them. 
THE DECISION. 


The following notice and extracts 
from the Court proceedings are from 
the San Francisco Bulletin, the opinion 
in full not having as yet appeared: 

The Supreme Court has reversed the 
judgment of the Superior Court of Los 
Angeles county in the matter of the a 
plication of mandamus to compel J. R. 
Toberman, Mayor of that city, to sign a 
warrant for $518.50, drawn by the Cit 
Auditor and Clerk of the City Council, 
in favor of the Los Angeles Gas Com- 
pany. The Company claimed a con- 
tract with the city to furnish the gas 
for municipal purposes for a stipulated 

rice. The Council allowed the bill, 
ut the Mayor refused to sign it, on the 
grounds that no coutract existed, be- 
cause it was not signed by the Mayor, 
and that it was illegal because the re- 
quisite number of members of the 
Council did not pass it; ‘‘that the 
Mayor is ex oni vested with a veto 
power by Section 2, Article XII, of the 
charter, which would be nullified if the 
action of the Council in this matter was 
sustained.’’ Also ‘‘that the authority 
which the vag | Council attempted to 
confer on the Clerk was a vote of only 
eight members, and was insufficient.’’ 
* “Such an act could not be done 
without the concurrence of at least ten 
members of the City Council.’’ 


This decission fell like a boom 
AMONG THEM. 


It will be remembered that last year in 
Feburary notice was given that bids 
would be received by the City Council 
for lighting the streets with gas or any 
lighted twenty-five 
nights each month. The Los Angeles 
Gas Company and the agent of the 
Electric Light Company put in bids. 
The contract of the gas comp ny - 
accepted by the Council but not by th 
Mayor under the legal advice of Scened 
and Gage. The contract was to run for 
two years from date. The Mayor re- 
fused not only to sign the but 
subsequently refused to sign the war- 
rants when passed and presented by the 
Council. The exception in the Coun- 
cil were Moran, Beuchet and Chandeler 
who always voted no. 


A WRIT OF MANDATE 


was issued against the Mayor demanding 
that hesign the warrant. This brought 
the case before the courts where it has 
been ever since, or until the decision 
of the Supreme Court the other day. 
The gas company has not received a 
the city for the past 
ten months and the chances are that it 
never will. The Mayor and city attor- 
ney have made the fight on the ground 
that the contract involved too great an 
expenditure and that the city lights 
could be furnished for at least $5,100

TRAIN WRECKED. 


An East-Bound Freight Breaks in 
Two—Tweo Brakemen Injured. 


Yesterday the street was full of rumors 
of the wrecking of a freight train some- 
where east of the San Gorgonio moun 
tains. Inquiry failed to get positive in- 
formation, but such facts as were obtained 
are given. It is said that an east-bound 
freight train broke in two and the rear 
portion ran into the advance section and, 
more or less, wrecked sixteen cars.

Cornstalks as Fuel. 


An Iowa farmer, who has both coal 
and wood on his farm, warms his house 
with cornstalks, and claims that they 
make the best and cheapest fuel he can 
get. He uses a large stove, and burns 
the stalks in tightly bound bundles, 
weighing about forty pounds each. A 
bundle burns three hours (without 
flame) in an air-tight stove. The large 
stove offers so much radiating surface 
that it does not need to be very hot. 
Five bundles a day, or 600 for the win- 
ter, suffice to keep the stove going and 
the room warm. The farmer, Mr. 
Ruggles, says: ‘‘I can bind upsix hun- 
dred bundles of corn stalks in two days 
alone. I couldn’t chop the wood to 
warm this room ina week. Then in 
the spring I have a load of strong ashes 
for my wheat field, while my neighbors 
have to cut up the same cornstalks in 
the spring to get them away from the 
harrow. It makes me smile when I 
hear about those idiots up 1n Minnesota 
who have fifty-acre cornfields, and still 
go cold or buy coal. Why, I'd rather 
burn cornstalks than cut maple wood 
within sight of the house.” 


Silverado 


Thos. Harvey and E. A. Edwards, of | Lettuce

Cellars as Centers of Malaria. 


Dr. C. R. Agnew, writing from Flor- 
ida, says: -In this State a somewhat 
new problem presents itself, in the fact 
that all houses should be constructed 
without cellars, and so raised on un- 
derpinning as to allow a clean sweep of 
light and air beneath them. Indeed it 


is a question whether such a mode of | 


construction should be adopted every- 
where for dwellings. I have for more 
than twenty years believed that cellar 
atmosphere is a most prolific cause of 
disease and death. I believe that it 
increases seventy-five per centum the 
risk from malarial disease all over our 
country. Through this State the native 
population, as by an instinct, raise their 
simple cabins three or four feet above 
the ground, and allow air and light to 
pervade the space so made beneath the 
ground floor. I advise all travelers to 
avoid those hotels and other domiciles 
in the South which are not so con- 
structed. 


Goats to Protect Sheep. 


The farmers of Hunterdon and Som- 
erset counties, New Jersey, use goats 
to protect their sheep from dogs. Two 
goats can drive away a dozen dogs, and 
two are about all each farmer puts in 
with his sheep. As soonas a dog enters 
the field at night, the goats attack him, 
and their butting propensities are too 
much for the canine, who finds himself 
rolling over andover. A few repeti- 
tions of this treatment causes the dog 
to quit the field, limping and yelling. 
Formerly, when a dog entered a sheep 


field at night, the sheep would run | gett) 


wildly around and cry piteously. Since 
the goats have been used to guard them, 
they form in line behind the goats and 
seem to enjoy the fun. The idea of 
utilizing goats in this way came from 
the West, where they are put in sheep 
pens to drive away wolves.—N. Y. Sun.
